as much more raiſed a- 
bove 
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bove that of Princes 
ations, as they them- 


ſelves are above the 


People. T be Prince 
may deceive bimfe ſelfe, 
his Counſell may be 
corrupted , but the In- 
tereſt alone can never 
faile. According as it 
iswellorill underſtood, 
tt maketh States fo live 
or die. And as it al.- 
waies aimeth at the 

aug- 
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augmentation , or at 
leaſtwiſe tbe conſerva- 
tion ofa State , ſo like» 
wiſe to get thither , it 
ought to wvarie accor- 
ding to the times. - S0 
that to conſder well the 
Intereſt of the Princes 
of this time,we need not 
remount very high , but 
only take the ſtanding of 
the preſent affaires. For 
this purpoſe one ought

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zo lay for a ground, that | 
there be two Powers in | 
Chriſtendome, which |! 
are as the two Poles, | 
from whence deſcend || 
the influences of peace 
and warre upon the 0- 
ther States, towit, ibe 
Houſes of France and 
Spaine.

valour of warhke Przzces, are 
not of like continuance as 
{ thoſe which they gct by eſta- 
| bliſhinga good Conxſe//, and 
which are fonnded upon good 

| mAXIMES. OS 
Becauſe that theſe great 
Conguerors ( who think only 
of vanqueſhing ; and exten- 
ding their dominions, and not 
of founding Lawes for _ 
oD. 
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ſubſiſtence ) being not ordina- 
rily ſucceeded by ſach as equall 
their courage, andthe vanquis 
ſhed people having nor yer 
loſt rhe memorie of their lij- 
bertie , or of rheir ancient 
Lords, areeafily carried to any 
change, ſeeing themſelyes de- 
livered from the fear of him 
that had ſubjected them. 


Which made this wile Przzce 


refolve to follow his own dif- 
poſition, and chooſe a courſe 
moſt agreeable ro his imnene-

To thisend, he fixed the

Thefirſt is grounded upon 
Religion,as that which foreon-. 
ſcience ſake doth make people 
undertake any thing. There 
ought to be teſtified by the 
Spaniard, agreatzeale to the| 
Catholik Religiop , that hee|

might ſerve himſelf ofit in his 
delignes. And hee ought to 
make the Pope conceive, that 
ro favor the greacneſfſe of Spazr 
in ruining the Proteſtants, 18 
the ſupportof his own autho- 
ritie, and puifſance. It behoves 
him ro per{wade the other 
Princes of Ttalie , that on the 


. protection of Spaize depends 


the upholding of the Church a- 
gainſt any other power. And 
that the entrance of Szrangers 
into 7talzebe barred, to con- 
ſerve the Religion, which 
could not but be ſoyled by 
ſucha commerce. 

In France, where therebe 
Proteftants, and where the Ca- 
tholikes are the Maſters , Hee 
ſhould incite the KX7»g to ba-

Popeto urge the ſame, yet gt- 
ving under-hand courage and 
aſſiſtance to the ſaid Protee

dom. If the Kig perceiving 
che ſubriltie of this counſel, 
will not give eare to it , Hee 
ought then to ſtirre up the Ca- 
tholiks themſelves againſt him, 
as againſt a favourer of Here- 
ticks : to aſſiſt them alſo po- 
werfully, and therein likewiſe 
to engagethe Pope, if he can. 
For in what manner ſoever, he 
ſhould procure that this Realm 
be deſtroyed of itſelf, as that 
which every where ſets it ſelfe 
againſt thedeſigne of the Spa- 
niſh Monarchie.

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In Ezeland where the Pro= 
teſtants are Maſters, where they 
bear the ſway, hee ought to 
make peace in any wiſe with 
this Realme, to rhe end that 
throughthe power it hath ar 
Sea, it doe not incommodate 
the 1-dies, where his chiefe 
treaſures are.

To manage well theſe af- 
faires , one muſt come to the 
; ſecondpoint, that conſiſts in 
; themanner to maintaine ſuch 
i; intelligences as ſhall be neceſ- 
| faryinall other $tates, which 
he muſt doe by the means of 
| Embaſſadowrs, as perſons to- 
| wards whom reſpect js borne. 
Likewiſe by Mozkes and Prea- | 
chers that have great power in 
theirpalpitsand alſo in parti- 
cularfamilies, by Money, wher- 
by men acquire Corfidents , 
ſuch on whoſe truſt one may 
relie, and herein he muſt not 
be ſparing. Above all, he 
| mult aſſay to gaine the princi- 
pall Mzziſters of Princes, to di- 
vert the dangerous defignes 
which they might have againſt 

Spazne; | 
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Spaine; Or elſeto renderthem 
odious, who are found too 
faithfall, and ruine them in 
any wiſe howſoever. 

The third point toucherh 
pegotiations & treaties, where- 
in hee muſt employ perſons ſ-- 
cret and patient, He muſt all- 
way ſhew a defire of peace, 
thereby to caſt others alfleep, 
and in the mean time prepare 
himſelf ro warre, to ſurpriſe 
themunprovided. 

If there happen any diffe- 
rence between two pettze Prix- 
ces , hee ought to enterpoſe 
himſelf for their agreemenr, 
either as Fudge, or Arbitrator, 
and tro have in depoſito, in 
traſt ( if he can ) that which is 
in debate betwixrt them, in- 
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cenling tnem ( if hee _- in 
{ſtead of appeaſing them, con- 
ſenting with the one to divide 
the ſpoils of the other,and up- 

on the diviſion diſpoſleſſe 
both. He ought , not to looſe 
any occalion of intermedling 
in the affaixes of his neigh- 
bours, bur yet exclude orhers 
from medling with his.

| | pinionconceivedofther great 
zeal for the maintenance of

full awe. The feare of her

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found intelligences through 
| out, cauſeth other Przzces 
to haveacare that they engage 
not themſelves lightly againſt 
her. Thisafſurance confirm- 
ed in mens underſtandings, by 
ſo much experience of herpru. 
dent dexterity (knowing how 
to advantage herſelfe in Trea- 
ries) invites her inferiers to 
enter more forwardly in

Hepwry the fourth ( upon 
whom the aQtivitie of all theſe

the true intereſt of Frence, 
whichis tothwart or counter- 
point Spaize in all theſe 
points. 

In ſach wile, that ifthe firſt 
maxime of the intereſt of 
Spaine be, to profecute the 
Proteſtapts , for to grow by 
cheir ſpoils : the firſt of the in- 
tereſt of France 1s, to make the 
Catholikes perceive the venom 
hidden under the ſame. Eſpe- 
cially to let the Court of Rowe 
underſtand that the hopes 
which 8pazze gives her to aug- 
ment her treaſures by the ruin 
of Proteſtayts ; 1s not but to 
farther her defigne towards 
the Monarchie , where ſhe can 
no ſooner arive , but the

That 
which ſhee will be, if Frazce 
were not aſſured of one port to 
enter there , which ſhe onght 
to keepe, even ſo long asſhe 
will oppoſe the others great- 
neſſe, and be conſidered as 


 thebullwarke of the Chriſtian 


libertie. Moreover flegmetich 
perſons ought to be made 
choice of ( for to treate with 
Spaine) and ſuch as have 
not any impatient humour, 
whereof the French nation 1s 
accuſed. to the end, to take a- 
way their hope of profi- 
ting by delaies, wherewith 
Spaine hath been _—_—_ 
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ed to wearie all the world. 

To the fourth Maxime. 
There ought to be oppoſed 
force to force. For neither 
perſwaſions, nor the Juſtice 
of armes will awe him that's 
armed. So as that France 
ought to cut offall unneceſſary 
expences , and be alwayes 
powerfully armed, having 
ſufficiently ro doe the ſame, 
without ' borrowing elfe- 
where ſouldiers, munition, 
and money.

And the principall Powers 
ſharing amongſt themſelves ||;

trey, had reaſon to exclnde i 
their Neighbours from the |: 
Know- 


| 
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Knowledge of their affaires. 

But ſince that the Kizg of 
Spaine hath ſer footing in ta- 
lie, and that finding himſelf 
Maſter of both ends thereof, be 
hath made the ballance incline 
on his own fide, the true inte- 
reſt in generall of the 7ta/zan 
Prices hath been to keep ever 
one gate ( at leaſt) open, to 
guard rhemſelves from the 
oppreflion which ſuch a for- 
midable Power might make 
them fear. 

And although rhat for this 
effet they ought to hold intel- 


ligences with other Princes, it 
behooves them norwithſtanc= ; 
ing, to doe it chiefly with the 
King of France , for three rea- | 
ſons. Firſt,for the neereneiſe, 
E 3 and :

The other waxime which 
Ntalie onght to obſerve is, to 
conſerve her ſelfe in peace.

governe according to events, tO 
the end that ſhe looſe not that 
reverence and reſpe&, which 


Shee endeayors throughly to 


preſerve, and without which 
her authoritie would be but a 

ſmall marter. | 
Pr 1 x1 Þ fallen fromſuch 
E 4 an 
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an hope , continues his aſh- 
ſtance nevertheleſſe to the re. 
ſidne of the Leaguers, Belides 
hee inciteth E M A NUEL 
Dukeof Savoy (at that time his 
ſonne-1n-law) to ſet upon Pro- 
vence, thereby to divert him 
from the purſuireof his claime 
to the Dutchie of Millaine, in 
right of his wifes dowrie. 
Henry ſeeing this obſtinacie, 
declares himſelf openly, and 
denounceth warre againſt 
PHILIP. The ſuccefle 
thereof was various,and yet af- 
terthe recoverie of Amiens by 
HENRY, PHILIP ſee- 
ing himſelfe very neere his 
grave , his Soxzve yong , and 
Henry in the vigour of his age, 
he reſolyed on a peace, which 

was 
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was concluded at Vervins, the 
yeere 1597. whereln hereſto-= | 
reth all thathe heldof France, | 
and then died. 

It behoveth now to confi- 
der the intereſt of the Princes 
invelopedinthis affaire, what 
faults chey therein committed, 
and what were the eyents 
thereof. 

H E N R Y-the Third, whoſe 
intereſt conſiſted, in not ſuffe- 
ring divers fa&tions in his 
Kingdome, in preſerving the 
Princes of the blood ſince he 
had no children of his owne, 
and in keeping under thoſe 
which lifted up themſelves to 
the prejudice of his Reyall aus | 
thorttie, yethe did quite con= | 
traric. For he fomented the '

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id faftions in ſtead of extin- 
| guiſhing them, andeven joyn- | 
{ edwiththeone todeſtroy the 
other. Hemade continuall 
warre upon the Princes of the 
blood, at the perſwaſion of

| ruineforto raiſe themſelves in 
theirplaces,and he authorized 
inthe command of his armies, 
| thoſethataſpired to the ufur- 
{ pationofhis Kingdome. He 
{ didyetworſe, for when he be- 
{ gantoperceive their plot, he 
| would preyent it by a remedie, 
| which wrought his owne de- | 
{tra&1on,.to wit , by caſting 
_ | Himſelf into an affected and 

| Uunuſuall deyotion, not ſtir- 
| ring from the Cloiſters of 
| Aonkes , thinking by this | 
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meancs to take from the Duke 
of Griſe the credit that he had 
gotren amonglt the' Cathol;kes, 
who held him for their Chief. 
Bur'there arrived the contra- 
rie, forhe became contemp- 
tible ro hispeople, who chaſed 
him from his capitall citie of 
Paris ,and all the great townes 
of his Kingdome revolted 
from him, they. alſo reduced 
him to fuch a pitrifal caſe, that 
inthe end, a Mozke had the 
boldnefle to kill him, which 
was thefruit of his negligence 
and ill conduct. os 
HENRY Duke of Gzzſe ſuc- 
ceeding a Fether and an Vnk/:, 
both great perſonages, and 
' whohadhadinthe precedent 


Reignes great. pare in the 
com- 
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command of Armies, in the 
condue& of affaires, and he 
thinking himſelf no whit in- 
ferior to themneither in cou- 
ragenor invertue, conceives 
the moſt haughrie deſigne thar 
aman ( borne the 8whje@ of a 
Prince ) could undertake , that 
13, to uſurpe the place of his 
Soverdjene., The occaſion 
ſeerfis moſt favourable to him. 
He hath already rhis advan- 
tage of gaining by the labour 
of his Father, itbeing a thing 
moſt difficult, that the life of 
one man alone ſhould be able 
toworkeſnch a change. Hee 
incountereth a K7yg without 
children, and of the humour 
of thoſe, under whom ſuch 
projets might be atrempred. 

| He 
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He finderh a Kingdowe rent by 
factions, and affaulred with tbe 
moſt dangerous of all Civill 
| warres whichwas for the diffe- 
rence of Religion. Heſees the 
firſt Princesof the blood in the 
{ weakeſt faftion,, the Kizg of 
$paznereadie to aſſiſt all thoſe 
that trouble. France, and the 
Popes interefled every way to 
| perlecute the Proteſtants. The 
* matter ſtanding thas, he ( fall 
of hopes) negle&eth nothing 
to accompliſh his defigne. He 
was 4. goodly man, eracefull, 
courteons, liberall, and valiant. 
He imployes all theſe gifts of 
| naturetoinſinuatehimſeIfe a- 
mong(t the Nob:litie, Gentrie 
and Commonaltie, He ſhewes 
himſelf very zealous of the 
i __ Catho- 
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Catholick Religion, not by 
haunting the C/oifters, and 
walking through rhe ſtreets 
in Proceſſion : but by perſecu+ 
ting the' Proteſtants, and de- 
claring himſelf rheir morrtall 
Enemie. Hee maintains his 
intelligences at Rowe, and in 
Spaine alwayes under the pre- 
tence of Religion. He works 
the Preachers to ſet him in ve- 
neration amongſt the People, 
and to make the King be de- 
clared a favorer of hereticks, 
hypocriricall , vicious, and 
idle. Soasbyſuch means he 
had eleyared his defigne even 
to the laſt ſtep, when upon the 
very point of execution, hee 
was grofſely wanting, both to 


his intereſt, and to his owne 
ſelf,

ſelf, which was in this, thar af- 
rer having chaſed his King 
from his chiete Cute, levied 
armes againſthim, made pub- 
like declarations thereof, and 
then made peace with him, as 
with his equall, yet even then 
he intruſted his life ro him, 
when hee would have made 
him be depoſed : his buſinefſe 
being nor of thac ſorr, as it 
might be permitted to faile 

tWICE. 
HENR Y the Fcurth had 
two parts to at, For whileſt 
he wasonly Ki#g of Navarre, 
firſt Princeof the blood, and 
Proteftor of the Proteſtants 
of Frarce , his intereſt was, to 
imploy all his induſtrie and 
credit, both within and with- 
out 
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out the Kingdome, to defend 
the ſaid Proreſtants,to rhe end 
that they might defend him. 
For which purpoſe, hee did 
what he could to hinder the 
Duke of Guiſe from ſeiling the 
Crowne, whereunto he had 
intereſt as preſumptive heire 
thereof, and ro make him- 
ſelf known to HENK Y the 
third , not onelyin qualitie of 
Chiefof the Proteſtants, bue 
alſo as firſt Princeofthe blood, 
to whom the intereſt of pre- 
| ſerving the KingsPerſon and 
eſtate, was as deere to him as 
himſelf, to theend that athis 
need he ſhould make no 
ſcruple to have recourſe” unto 
him. Which ſucceeded fo 
well with him, that after the 
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Duke of Gxiſe his death, and 
the revolt of his Kingdome, he 
had not a more aſſured refuge 
then to pur himſelf into his 
hands. 

When hee was King of 
France,there behooved a great 
dexteritie todemeane himſelfe 
diſcreetly both towards the 
Catholicks, and the Proteſtants, 
incenſed one againſt the other 
by ſo long and bloody Civill 
warres. Theſe gloried in ha- 
vinga King of their Religion : 
but thoſe conld not endarethe 
ſame, and threatned to aban- 
don him, if he did not turne 
to theirs. His buſinefſe now 
was, to preſerve his o/d friends, 
and not tolooſe the new. He 
promiſeth the one not torefule 

In- 
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inſtrution : and continues 
with the other, in the exer- 
ciſe of his Re/zgiov, -In the 
meane while, hee ſerves his 
owne turne of both together, 
to fight againſt his enemies. 
In the tediouſneſſe of theſe 
watrres, every man was Wea- 
ried, Many of the Leagners 
like not a Spaniſh King, bur 
yet they would not have a Pro- | 
teftant King. The Catholicks 
that ferved Hg NR Y, grow- 
ing impatient to ſee him con- 
tinne in this Religion, preſſe 
him to embrace theirs, and 
come fo far as to make a third 
part againſt him. | 

Theſe conſiderations made 
him reſolve ar length co turn 
his Religion. And by this | 
\ meanes | | 
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meanes he kept the Catholicks 
that followed him, thereby 
alſo he gained new ones from 
the partic of the Leaguers, and 
he loſt not the Proteſtants, 
who hee well knew could ne- 
ver be taken in thenumber of 
hisenemies, without deſtroy- 
ing the pretext of Religroz, 
which alone maintained them. 
| So as that this Prince comply- 
ing with the time , knew how 
to take his advantages ſo fitly, 
thar he had good ſuccefle in 
his affaires. 

PH 1L1P, whohad ade- 
ſigne to the Chriſtian Monar- 
| chie, and imagining that the 
maine obſtacle which he 
| ſhou!d rherein meet with, was 
| the puiflance of France, he em- 
| braces 
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 bracesthe occaſion offered un- 
i to him forto ruine the ſame. 
| Heaptly ſerves his purpoſe by 
the ill goverament of the 
King, and by the ambition of 
the D#ke of Guiſe, He inci- 
teth the fi/# to expell the Pro- 
zteſtants out of his kingdome 
by which way ſoever, giveth 
him his own example, offer- 
eth him his affiſtance, publiſh- 
eth his greatzeale at Roxe, ex- 
horts the Pope to jJoyne with 
him in ſuch a purſaite : On the 
other ſfide,he underhand exci- 

£reth the ſecovd co continue 
|| courageouſ]y hisdeſigne, afliſts 
him with money and Coun- 
ſell. Andbyſuch devices he 
makes himſelfe eſteemed in 
France, as the chiefeſt prop of 
their 
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their Religion. He makes a 
diviſion betwixt the King and 
the Proteſiants of Exrope, he 
authoriſeth the Duke of Gziſe 
amongſt the Catholicks of 
France, he incenſerh the peo- 
ple againſt the Princes of the 


| blood, and removeth ( fo 


much as he can) rhe children 
of the Family from thegovyern- 
ment of the Real/we, for to in- 
troduce $trangers there. No 
other conlideration diverteth 
him from his profound de- 
ſfigne, hee holds that alwayes 
covered under the vaile of P3e= 
tie, and of his great zeale to 
the Catbolike Religion. Hee 
travells there, ſtep by ſtep, 
withour being impatient 
through the length of the 

WAY, 
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way , Or precipitated through 
any accident. After the Duke 
of Guiſe his death, in itead of 
leaving off the worke, he be- 
came more reſolute. He af- 
fiſts his Brother, and the whol 
partie ſo much the more vigo- 
rouſly , as hee beleeved rhere 
was more need ; and eyen 
thought afſuredly , that ir 
would be more ecafie for him 
now to make an advantageous 
gaine thereby, rhen in the 
life time of the ſaid Duke. Be- 
cauſe that the whole faction | 
having more need of him, he 
conld more eafily reduce them 
tohis own will. Inſfomuch as 
| he advanced the 'buſineſle ſo 
| forward, thatthe Xz»gdome of 


France eſcaped not his hands, 
but 
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bat by miracle. And ifhe had 
| beencontent only to diflipate 
It, in ſtead of getting it intire- 
ly, hee had therein obtained 
hisends. And thisis the on- 
ly faulc that he committed a- 
you his intereſt in this Af- 
aire. For had hee conſidered 
the affeftion this Nation bears 
towards her Kings, the de- 
teſtation ſhe hath of the 8pa- 
iſh dominion , beſides her 
naturall icklenefle , as alſo the 
reputation of the c/ezvexcie of 
| HENKY the Fourth, hee 
would not have been fo obſti- 
nateas to go about to ſur- 
- mount thingsj impoſſible , and 
would have contented him- 
ſelf to part the Realme among 
ſeverall perſons. And after. 
| Em 7: wards 
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wards upon the differences 
that are wont to happen be- 
tween #ſurpers , it wouldhave 
been farre more eafie for him 
toget by peece-meale,, what 
he would have carried all at 
once, Howſoever it would 
have been a gaine preat e- 
nough tohim, to divide this 
mightie Kizgdowme , the which

Vervins had re- 
{tabliſhed a ſo« 
11d rranquilitie 
tO Chriſtendows, 


and that theſe two mighty Po- 
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wers of France and 8paine 
of troubling each 0- 
ther, had been glad to taſte of 
teſt, But as it is ordinary, 
'thatin all accords which are 
madebetween Pr7xces.and S9- 
verdigne States, there men 
leave undecided the clajmes a- 
bout which they cannot agree: 
Solikewiſe in this Peace, the 
reſtitution of the Marquiſate 
of 8Saluces was remitred to 

another ſeaſon, in ſuch wile as 
Henry, after having imployed 
ſome yeers to ſectle [{againe 
the affaires of his Realme in 
good order, hee reſolved to 
uion the Duke of $4vey, 
or the invaſion of the fajd 

Marquiſate, infomuch as hee | 
made him plainly underſtand 
that 
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that hewould have itreſtored. 
This peece(although little )1s 
of yery great importance. Its 
the Port of 1tl/je whereby the 
Freach might paſſe, cither to 
aſſault, or ſuccourit. Thoſe 
| that feared their power, had 
reaſon to withſtand the de> 
figneofHEN K Y , butthoſe 
that feared any other,favoured 
him, Sothe intereſtsof Ttalie 
were divided. Ewenxel Dake 
of S4voy ( as the moſt intereſ- 
ſed of all in the bufineſſe ) uſes 
all means ro divert this Tem- 
peſt, Hedſolliciteth the King 
of Spine not to forſake him, * 
and gaineth the Popes Ne- | 
phew, Cardinall 4/dobreadin, | 
|| to procure the Popes favour. 
|] Butbeing exceedingly conff- 
F 2 dent 
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dent of his dexterity & adreffe, 
he reſolved to goe into Frence, 
co the end that under the pre- 
tence of treating this affaire, 
he might gaine ſome of the 
principall Miniſters of Hepry, 
and raiſe a broile within the 
Kingdome, herein he was at 
great coſt, and uſed ſuch 
ſleights,that he failed bur very 
little of his purpoſe. Never- 
chelefſe being roo confident of 
a thing uncertaine, and having 
roo much negleted the means 
| ofhis true affurance, he be- 
| cameſo ſurpriſed, that within 
three Moneths he was diſpoil- 
| edofallBreſſeand Savoy. This 
rude beginning awaked him. 
He continues his practiſes in 
{ France, hehaſteth the —_ 
| (® 
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| | of $paime,and ſeeks the inter- 
| | ceſffionofthe Pope,whoto this 
|| effect ſendeth the Cardinall 
Aldobrandin towards Hewry 
|| fortotreatetheſame. In the 
|| mean whileevery onearmeth, 
| | ſometoaſſault Pzemos?, others 
ro defend ir; but the mediati- 
on of the Peace was the 
ſtrongeſt. For it was conclu- 
ded in the yeere 1600.where- 
in $4v0y was rendered tothe 
Duke , and Brefſe remained to 
Hemwry for exchange of the Mar- 
| | © quisdomeof Salwces. 

| That which made Hepry 
{ | commit this errour againſt his 
intereſt, wasthe deſire hehad 
|| totaſteofrepoſe, it being a 
| thing certain that a man ordi- 
| | narily flatters himſelfe in that 
T F'3 where- 
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"Wl whereunto his fancie carries 


him. This Prince naturally lo- 
ved hispleaſures, and the ne- 
ceflitie of his affaires alwayes 
ingaged him to labor; So as 
"0 now ſeeing himſelf at peace in 
Wl his Realm, and beleeving he 
had done enough for his ho- 
by  _ nor, he choſerather to takea 
M recompence for the ſaid Mar- 
i uiſate, then to imbarke him- 
iN | elfinalongwarre. 

| This peace touched Ferds- 
#and, great Duke of T»ſcayie, 
ſo much tothe heart ( for the 
prejudice that it brought to 
the libertie of the Princes of /- 
zalie ) that he offered to break 
it, by the meanes of 200000. 
crownes, wherewith hee, and 
the States of Venice ſhould fur- 
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nlſh the Cardinall 4/Jdobrar- 
din. Burt Henry would not 
hearken to it. 

In this affaire, and the ſe- 
quell thereof, there are two 
things remarkable. 7:2. The 
lofſe which Frapce hath ſuſtai- 
ned by leaving the Marquiſate 
of Saluces ; and the advantage 
that one gets by gaining the 
Nephews of the Pope. By the 


firſt, the Freych-man hath loft 


all credit in the affaires of 1/a- 
lie, and the Spaniard remaines 
Maſter there, having no more 
to contradict him. And by 
the ſecond, as it isa thing well 
knowne that the approbation 
of the Pope ( on the Catholick 
partie)is of great conſequence. 
Solikewiſe it 1s certain, that 
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to acquirethe ſame, the one 
| muſtgainehjs Nephews, who 
cannot be won but by readie 
and real{ benefits. For, the e- 
| ſtabliſhment of their houſe be- 
ing founded upon the life of 
their Vz{/e, who s commonly 
| old, they will not waſte the 
| timeinvaine. So as he that 
\ doth moſt readily gratifie 
them,carries them on his ſide. 
Whence I conclude,that the 
| trueintereſtof the Spavierdis, 
{ to hinder the entrance of the 
| Frenchinto 1telie, tothe end 
| thathehavenotthere any op- 
poſition. 
| - The true intereſt of the 
| Freach-man is to have there 
one Port open, thereby to

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It is certain that it had deſigns 
proportioned to its greatneſſe, 
which have appeared ſome- 
times more, ſometimes leſle, 
according to the Nature of 
thoſe who enjoyed the Pope- 
dome.For thoſe Popes that were 
endued with ſufficient wiſe- 
dome to ſuſtaine the weight 
offucha greatnefſe, have al- 
wayes much indeavored to 
make ſome progreſſion for to 
approach this marke. But ne- 
vertheleſſe they have ſo cun- 
ningly difſembled their en- 
rerprifſe, that from thence 
there 1s nor arrived any ſcan- 
dall unto Chriftendome, nor 
any diſhonour to the Chyrch : 
Some others thruſt on by an 
inconſiderate zeal,or inflamed 
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with a delire to get themſelves 


aname to poſterity , or elſe 
hurried by the violence. of 
their-paſſions, are come ſo far 
therein as to diſcover this my- 
ſtery of the RowaneHzerarchy, 
which by all reaſon of pru- 
dence and wife government 


ſhould not have beene revea- 
led, till after it were accom- 
pliſh'd. 

Of the number of theſe iaſft 
was Pope Paxl Y. whoeven 
| fromthebeginning of his Pa- 
pacy, blaming the moderation 
of his predeceffors, reſolved 
himſelfe to take a contrary 
courſe, and to doe that ( du- 
ring his life , and out of ſea- 


ſon ) which conid not be 
brought to an end in many 
| ages 
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ages, nor by along ſucceſſion 
of favorable occaſions. | 
But for as muchas our in- 
rentions remaine liveleſle, 
when they have an objec&t 
whereunto they cannot at- 
taine, Paul conſidering thar 
he: ſhould not have rodeale 
with Kizgs ſo eaſily as with 
Common-wealths (which being 
governed as by private per- 
ſons, ſeem to have lefſe power, 
becauſe they havelefſe luſter ) 
he determined for this effect 
to begin by them. . He quarel- 
led firſt of all at thoſe of Zca 
and Genoa, and made them 
obey, either by trinmphing 
upon their weaknefſe, or by 
mtereſſing himſelfe in the 


differences cF particular per- 


ſons,

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ſons, who had received, or 
hoped to receive ſome ad- | 
vancement by the Court of 
Rowe. Bur not being con»

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the effects of his indignation, 
when in the _ I 605. 
There was preſented ſach an 
occaſion as he deſired. 

An Abbot, and a Canon(after 
many - ſcandals committed ) 
| were accuſed of hainous 
crimes,and brought to Yenice, 
where they were impriſo- 
ned. 

Much about the ſame time 
there, the Repablike renewed 
two antient Lawes, for to 
make the ſame obſerved in all 
places ofher doniinion. The 
one forbidding that any ſecular 

goods ſhould be alienated to Ec- | 
cle afticall perſons : The other, 

rby it was prohibited to build 
any Church wBhout the' peripi] 
fronofthe Senate. 
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Paul became offended ther- 
at, andſaid : he might not en- 
dure that Eccleſiafticall men 
ſhould be judged by ſecultr Au- 
thority , for any crime whatſo- 
ever, and that it belonged to 
him alone to condemn , or ab- 
ſolve them , according as it 
ſhould ſeeme good unto him. As 
for the two Lawes, heſaid - 
they could not ſubſiſt , being 
contrary to the Conncels and 
Try periall Conſtitutions. 

The Yeretians after mature 
deliberation upon the matter 
( having weighed on the one 
fide the indignation of the 
Pope, and on the other ſide 
the Common liberty) anſwe- 
red ; That thy might not deli- 
ver the Church-men juſtly im- 

priſoned 
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priſoned: nor aboliſh the Laws 
Jufth eſtabliſhed , without pre- 
jndice 10 the liberty whichGod 
had given them, andwhich they 
had maintained for ſo many ages 
by the blood of their Predeceſſors. 
That their State havine proſpe- 
red by ſuch Lawes , they thought 
they could not change them with- 
out incurring an everlaſting 
brand of infamy to all poſte- 
ry. 

The Pope growes more and 
more obſtinate, and takes a 
firme reſolution to make them 
obey. The Yenetians endea- 
vour by all manner of meanes 
ro order the matter hanſome- 
ly. They alleadge their rea- 
ſons with more then ordinary 
ſubmiſſions, they ſent an ex- 

traOr- 
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traordinary Embaſſadour to 
Rome , that by this demon- 
{tration of a reverent regard, 
they might take from the Pope 
the opinion ( which he had 
conceived ) that he was neg- 
leted, and alſo thereby give 
him a faire pretext to retire 
himſelfe from the- precipice 
where he lay. They receiye 
the Pope's Briefes(which were 
ſo many thunder-ſtroaks a- 
againſt them) with all honor 
and reſpe&. They humbly 
ſhew the deſire they had to 
content the Pope if it were 
poſſible without doing wrong 
to the common intereſt ofall 
Princes, and tothe fundamen- 
tall lawes of their government, 


which binds them to take no- | 
tice 
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| ticeof the buildings that are || 
| erected within their Townes - 
Wi tothe end that from thence 
WE | arive nothing dammageable to |Þ 
[if the publike good. As forthe 
alienation of Chyurch-goods , 
© they cannot permit the ſame 
without wholly ruining the 
forces of their State. 
As for the impunity of Ec- 
clefiafticall perſons, they ſay : 
That in permitting the ſame, 
they ſhouldnot only derogate 
from their Soveraignty, and || 
the power they hold immedi- Þ| 
ately from God, but alſo in- | 
troduce in the State ex- | 
amples of dangerous conſe-' 
quence. 
The Pope anſwers - That 
he regards not their Lawes 
whe- 
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whether old or new: and that 


It appertained to him, to 


change them at his pleaſure. 
That he would not allow 
any treating of the buſineſſe, 
but an abſolute obedi- 
ence. 

In the meane while, he goes 
about to nullifie the ele&ion 
of the Duke of Yenzce,becauſe 
it had been made fince the be 
ginning of this dzference, And 
whileſt that he proceeds in 
this fort, the Dxke of Vemice 
gives him part of his Ele&i- 
on , with the aceuſtomed re- 
Verence. 

The Yenetians (to make 
known the Juſtice of their 
cauſe) doe conſalc this affaire 
by perſons well verſed in ſuch 

mat- 
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maters, and therein they de- 
mand the advice of the moſt 
famous Doctors of Exrope : 
They puncually relate the 
Controverſie to all the Kings 
and Princes their allies; And 
to the end that their right 
might appeare even to poſte=- 
rity, they deliver their an- 
{wer to the Pope, becauſe that 
if the difference were recon- 
ciled, all the world might 
know that they were juſtified. 
The ſameis tobe noted, that 
they never called home their 
Ambaſſador , before the Pope 
had retired his Nuntio. For 
although the Extraordinary 
went back to teſtifie ſome reſ- 
ſentment after the receiving 
of ſo many diſtaſtes - the Or» 
dinary 
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dinary never thelefſe continu- 
ed there, to ſhew that they 
had alwayes an: eare open 
to agreement» Laſtly when 
they could no longer hold 
from breaking off, they rake 
a reſolution to defend their li- 
berty , with ſach an unani- 
mous conſent, that in thewhol 
Senate there was not one 
voice contrary. Thereby fru- 
ſtrating the hopes which the 
Pope had of diſuniting them, 
according as the Feſuztes had 
promiſed him. | 
The Pope took a clean con- 
trary byas, for (men believed) 
he cared not a jot whether he 
went upon good , or ill 
grounds. He imparted not 
this buſinefle co other ro 
rill | 
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ell very late, neither did he 
demand the adyiſe eyen of the 
Cardinals, but for faſhions 
ſake. | 

Here 1s that which paſſed 
before the breach betwixt the 
Pope and the Yewetians,where- 
in the Yenetians exactly fol- 
lowed that which belonged co 
cheir intereft. For their $:aze 
being founded rather byPeace, 
then by War, and being more 
conſiderable for Counſeil then 
for Armes, they ought ever 
dexterouſly to avoid any rup- 
ture whatſoever. 

During the time of the 
breach,the Yexetiaws ſurmoun- 
ted even their own ſelves, ha- 
ving given in this affaire a per- 
petuallexample of perfect con- 
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du&,ſhewing as much conſtan 
cy and courage in their reſent= 
ment of the injury which they 
pretended was done them : as 
before they had ſhewed fub- 
miftion to prevent ch- ſame. 
They ever anſwered thoſe 
who ſpake to them of agree- 
ment : That the remedie ought 
io he applied to the part whence 
the diſeaſe proceeded : That the 
Pope had received a voluntary 


diſpleaſure , the remedy whereof 


was a voluntary repentance. 
This notwithſtanding, they 
rejected notany propolicion, 
bur much 1nfiſted upon this 
point : That they had done 01- 
by what they ought : That the 
Pope.in withdrawing his Nuntio 
had barred the way to agree- 
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ment : That it belonged to him 
to make good againe, what he 
bimſelfe had ſpoyled : And that 
whee he ſhall have taken off his 
pretended cenſures , they will 
not ſeem eftranged from Peace. 
Bur that which had been moſt 
remarkable here,was,that they 
were not a whit moved for all 
this tempeſt, providing with 
ſomuch prudence(both with- 
in and without their State ) all 
That was neceffary to ſuſtaine 
ſuck aſhock, that no altera- 
tion at all was perceived. The 
people remainedin obedience: 
the Towns of their Dominion 
offered their means and forces: 
the Re/igiows obeyed without 
conſtraint: there was nor ſhed 
one.drop of bloud. | 
; The 
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The Pope,in ſtead of ſhewing 
conſtancy in his reſolution, 
began to relenr fo ſoon as he 
had wrought his indignation 
by the interdi&, leaving tobe 
underſtood under- hand, that 
he would lend an eare to a- 
greement , provided that he 
might ſave his credit. Bur 
when he ſaw the inflexible 
ſtedfaltneſſe of the Venetian , 
he reſolved to have recourſe 
to force , and to intereſt rhe 
Catholike Princes in the 
ſame. 

Frazce had no other ſcope 
in this affaire then to arbitrate 
the difference, and to have the 
honor of deciding ſoimpor- 
rant a queſtion between 
two Princes ſo conſiderable 
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| in Chriſtendome. For this 
| effectſhe ſhewed not any par- | 
| riality, although ir be true | 
| that/3/erop( through his am- 
bition toriſe to a Card;nalſhzp) 
inclined at the firſt to rhe 
Popes fide, ſerving his turne 
therein by the miniſtration of 
his ſonne, then Ambaſſador ar 
Rome. But ſeeing himſelfe 
diſappointed of his hope, he 
returned to the temper which 
a juſt Mediator ought to have. 
Soitis, tharofrentimes apri- 
yat intereſt doth prejudicethe 
publike. Happy are the States, || 
\ whereinthoſe that ſit at the helm : 
of government , have ſo noble a || 
ſpirit as not to ayme at any other 

reatneſſe then that which is in- 
ſeparably conjoynt with the

France continued to ſolicite 
the Accord, without ſhewing 
any paſtion for the one party, 
or the other; following here- 
in her true zZztereſt, For be- 
cauſe one ſhall hardly fee an 
open Warre betwixt two fo 
_ pacifique Princes, Shecould 
nor reape any other profit by 
this difference,then the honor 
only to have reconciled the 
fame. 

The 8paniards perceiving 
this, began to recolle, and de- 
fireto have a hand in making 
Peace, ſince they could not 
have it in Warre,Theyjudged 
wellchat the Pope was diipo-

Yetithappened 
that the T#rk perceiving the 
Spenifh wiles, commanded the 
Admuirall of his Fleet ro ayde 
the Yenetians againſt the Pope 
and the Spagierdr.

thelefſe making the Pope un- 
cerſtand, that in caſe of neceſ-

TheSpanierds, out offea- 
| ſonoffered awholeentire Ar- 
my to the Pope.Some believed 
/ | thatit wasfortoreclaime the 
 Yemetians by this way, but it 
! | was nothing leffe. For all 
| | whatſoever the Spazzards did 
' { thenfor the Pope, proceeded 
| | - oniybecauſe the Duke of Lez- 
#14 wastickled with vain-glo- 
ry, for that the Pope in his 
Briefs had given him rhe title 
of Excellence. 

Laſtly they perceived in 
Spazne that this buſines would 
be ended by treaty, and that 
Fraxce, Was to have all the ho- 
nor thereof. This made them 
about, to ſend extraordinary 
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Embaſſadors from the one fide 
ro the other, bur it wastoo 
late , the negociation being ſo 
far advanced by the Frezxch, 
that it was impoſlible to-ger it 
out of their hands. Infomuch 
as whatſoever the Spaniards | 
could doto croſke the Treaty , 
the honour thereof remained 
fulland wholly ro Herrs, who © | 
ended the buſinefſe by the | 
dextetiry andpradence of the | 
Cerdinall de Fegenſe , and of 
Frenes-Canaye, ordinary Em- 
baſſador at Yexzce, ThePri- 
ſoners were delivered intothe 
hands of the Embaſſador: The 
Lawes of the Rebwplike conti- 
nued withour alteration : and 
the Pope was forced to take 
off the Interdi& without any.

"The King of Spaize ſeeing 
that in fortie yeers ſpace, the 
warre had augmenred, and en- 
riched this $2ate,in ſtead of 0+ 

verthrowing it, and rhat ir 
would greatly diminiſh his re- 
putation. to: treate of Peace 
with thoſe, whom (even rill 
then ) he had treared as Re- 
bells, he therefore reſolved to 
doe his utmolt ro, enter into 
their Countrey , and to make 
them feele (even within their 
intrailes) the Hiſcommoditte 
of Warre. For which pur- 
poſe, he employed thetwo laſt 
Summers underthe command 
of Marqueſſe Spzzo/4 , one of 


the renownedſt Caprtaines - 
rhe 
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thetime, Who with powerfull 
Armies endeavored to enter, 
the firſt yeere into Frisland, 
and the ſecond into Holand. 
Neverthelefle Maxrice Prince 
of Orayge(a Captaine to whom 
we owe the reſtauration of the 
ancient militarie diſcipline ) 
alchough he was much infert- 
or to the forces of 8pznola.,yet 
he made ſo good uſe of the ſci- 
tuation of his Countrey , that 
he fruſtrated all his endeavors, 
This having deprived the 
_ of 8paize of all hope to 
aer by force, he refolved 
_ tomake criall of a Trea- 
rie, at the coſt even of his re- 
putation. Bur his end herein 
was, Frſt, to ſecure the traffick 
of the Indies ; where hee was 
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endamaged by them, 2. to di- 
vide them in the timeof peace: 
and laſtly,to beare armes more 
advantageouſly againſt people 
leſſe trained -in warre, and 
more ealie to ſubdue, being 
confident that any good ſac- 
ceſſe in ſome affa;re would 
make him recover that re- 
putation which he then haz- 
arded,, and whereof he hath 
been ever jealons. A Mozke 
did firſtlay open the matter to 
a Holland Merchant. The 
hopegiven tothe Szates, thar 
in this Accord, the King of 
Spaine would acknowledge ' 
them for free Siates , made 
them give eare, whereupon 
followed a ſuſpenſion of Arms || 
for to treat more at large. 
This 
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This intermiſſion awaked 


_ the intereſſed and neighbour 


Princes. HENRY 's minde 
was troubled with the true in- 
tereſt of his Eſtate , which hee 
beſt of ail knew, and alſo by 
his particalar affections. The 
States ( by reaſon of their inte- 
reſt) had ſaccoured him in 
hisneceſfitie : He(for the ſame 
reaſon ) powerfully afbſted 
them in his profperitie. He 
willingly would have them 
continue the Warre, provided 
that he augmented not his aſ- 
ſiſtance : They offered to con- 
tinue rhe fame, on condition 
thathe would double the mo- 
ney which he gave them yeer- 
ly. Thedefire of doing chrif- 
tily, made him ſeeme to 1n- 

cline, 
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cline,and not altogether aban- 
don his true intereſt, thinking 
it ſhould be a great advantage 
for him to remove from his 
frontiers ſuch good Armes 
which a Peace, or long Truce 
might diftipate, and that 1t 
ſhould be a great honor for 
him tocanſe the Low- Countries 
co be declared a free S#ate, In- 
ſomuch as hee bent his 
thoughts to become Arbitra- 
tor of this Negotiation , and 
to make it ſucceed advantage- 
ouſly for the Low-Conntries. 
James theFirſt, King of 
England, Whoſe ſtrong incli- 
nation to peace, did not alſo 
permit him to follow the true 
Intereſt of his Realme , which 
was to nouriſh Warre in the 
| Low- 
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Low-Countrics, forto conſume 
the forces of Spaine, and hin- 


der their enterpriſe upon him, 


he contents himſelf to have 
part in the Treatie by his Em- 
bafſadors. 

Divers Proteſtant Princes 
of Germanie ( imagining well 
that the Armes of Spazize be- 
ingno more imployed there, 
might fall upon them) doe 
likewiſe ſend their Embaſſa- 
dors, of purpoſe todivert this 
Accord, or elſe to procure 
rheprotection of thoſe that in- 
rermedled in the bufinefſe. 

Maurice whoſe particular 1n- 
tereſt was joyned with the true 
Intereſt of the Szates, wholly 
withſtood the Accord. Berana- 


veld, who had moſt abilirie in 
| the 
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the State-affaires of the Coun- 
trey , ſeeing that his own cre- 
dit grew in Peace rather then 
in warre, he would have rhe 
intereſts of rhe $zate to ſerve 
his own ends. Here is the true 

ourtrait of thoſe that dealed 
in this affaire. 

But for the better under- 
ſtanding of the true intereſt of 
the $iates, we muſt remounr 
higher, and come tothe ori- 
ginall. william of Naſſau, 
Prince of 0zazge, who alone 
in this Age had the honor to 
found a State ( although nei- 
ther his diſgracesreceived,nor 
the endeavors of PHIL1 Þ, 
the moſt puifſant and able 
Prince of his Time, could have 
hindred him ) was conſtrained 

to 


a St. 
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to afſemble the peeces for to 
compoſe a bodie thereof, with 
ſuch conditions as each Town 
and Province required. For, 
having met with people that 
have ever affected their liber- 
rie more then their very lives, 
hecouldnot alter the conditi- 
ons whereupon they firſt joyn- 
ed rhemſelves unto him. This 
ſame hath cauſed in this 8tate 
ſo many Republikes as there be 
Townes, amongſt whom (in 
a generall decree) plurality of 
voices bave no place, becauſe 
that if any one Towne ap- 
prove itnot, ſhe is not bound 
to obſerve it. So as he deviſed 
rather to flatter them in their 
libertie, that he might whol- 
ly take off their defire ro com- 

plie 
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plie with Phz/ip, then to pro- | 
pound unto them good lawes, | 
for to maintaine them in the 
time of Peace. 

His ſon Maxrzice, brought 
up from his infancie in Armes, | 
thought principally of the e- 
ſtabliſhing of military diſci- 
pline, as the thing then moſt 
neceſſary to uphold the 8zate, 
wherein he ſarpaſſed all the 
Captaines of his time. Inſo- 
much as this S74te being excee- 
ding well grounded for to 
ſubfiſt by warre, and as ill to 
maintaine it ſelf in Peace, itis 
evident, that the true intereſt 
thereof is to continue the 
Warre. 

According to the intereſt 
of each Prince, their _—— 
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dors being afſembled at the 
Hague, did worke about. The 
Spaniards make a great difh- 
cultie toratifie the declaration 
of the Archdukes (who ac- 
knowledged the States free, 
and ſoveraigne ) tothe intent 
ro make them better reliſh the 
ſame,and that in yeelding they 
might obtaine of them condt- 
tions that would worke their 
ruine. As, the grant of liber- 
tie of conſcience to Catholicks, 
thereby to make diviſions a- 
mong them : Theprivation of 
traffick in the 1-4ies, and ſo 
tomakea murimie by the Mer- 
chants, the moſt conſiderable 
corporation amongſt them - 
Beſides the exchange of cer- 
taine places moſt adyantage- 
ous 
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ous tothe King of Spazne , and 
moſt prejudiciall to the ſaid 
States. 

Maxrice earneſtly oppoſed 
ſuch conditions : Bernaveld 
durſt not countenance rhem. 
France and England ( percei- 
ving the venome hidden un- 
der theſame ) could nor digeſt 
them. In ſuch wiſe as all 
Trearie of peace being bro- 
ken, they renew that of a 
Truce for many. yeers. Mau- 
rice doth his beſt to hinder it, 
but Bargaveld backed by 
France and England, is the 
cauſe they did hearken to it. 
The work begins anew; and 
the Speriards ſeeing they 
couldnot obraine the conditi- 


ons which they deſired, ima- 
gining 
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gining alſo their repoſe to be 
very neceffary, at length rhey 
gave Over , ſaving that the 
Article, which declared the 
States free, and that of tratfick 
11 the 7n:dzes were couched ſo 
obſcurely, as they might ſave 
their repucation, and interpret 
them to their own advantage, 
as occaſion ſhould ſerve. 

On the other fide, the Freach 
for ro induce the 87ates to 
conclude, make a league with 
them, whercin they obleige 
themſelves to give them pay 
for ten rhouſand Souldiers. 
Specially for ro make them 
keep the Truce, in caſe it 
ſhould be broken on rhe per- 
ards fide ; whereupon the $pe- 
#iards complaining, they were 
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anſwered, that whatſoever was 
done, was for their good, and 
that without doing the ſame, 
nothing could be obtained. 
Maxrice for his part, yeelds 
unto that which he could not 
hinder, conditionally that the 
Armie might be maintained 
for the ſecurity of the State, 
Hepry approveth this conditi- 
on, and contributerh to the 
maintenance of 4000. Foote, 
and 200. Horſe. So as, the 
Truce was concluded for 12. 
yeers : the $tates acknowledg- 
ed free and Soveraiene : and 
{ their Ambaſſadors received in 
this qualitie by Princes. Thas 
ended this negociation, which 
laſted two yeers, where each - | 
| | oneendeavors to deceive the 

other, | 
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other, and alfo flatters him- 
ſelf with ihe perſwaſion ofha- 
ving gotten that which he had 


 defired. 


In effect, Hezry had the moſt 
honor in thisaffaire, and the 
States(by his means) rhe moſt 
profir. Bur he being dead, and 
Lewis upon the Throne, ar 9. 
yeers of age . there was an uni- 
verſall alteration in France. 
For, Mary had obtained the 
Regencie , and willing to 
{ſtrengthen her authoritie a- 
gainſt chePrinces of the blood, 
and great onesof the Realme, 
ſhe procured a difunion a- 
mong(t them , and caſt her ſelf 
into the armes of Rome and 
Spaine, beleeving that ſhehad 
then need of the former Po- 
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er, and alwaies of the latter, 
infomuch as during the time 
of her government, the true 
intereſt of Fraxce being aban- 
doned, there was taken the 
contrarie courſe. 

The Sparzerds loft not fo 
good an occaſion , eſpecially 
upon the Low- Conntries,inthe 
buſincfſe of the Arerznars, the 
which Beraaveld (ſeeing him- 
ſelfupheld by France, through - 
the praiſes of Spazre) under- 
took to maintaine againſt rhe 
Prince of Orange, in ſach 
wile, as that froma diſpute of 
Religion, there was made an 
affaire of State, ſo pernicious, 
that it was like to ruine this 
Common-wealth. Here it was 
where the Spaniard diſplayed 
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all his: cunning, for ro make 
Mary worke in this Countrey, 
according to his intereſts. He 
perſwaded her that her diſunj- 
on was advantageous to her, 
ro maintain her authorine, To 
theend rhat ſhe might nor af- 
fiſt the Princes of the blood 
diſcontented with her, nor 
the Proteſtants of Fraace 
which might joyne with the 
ſaid Princes. He makes her to 
a(t a ſuperſtitious zeale, which 
15anevill counfellor ro thoſe 
that entertaine it. So as the 
Ambaſſadors of France (under 
the pretence of zeal to Religi- 
on ) become ſolicitors of the 
affaires of Spaize in Hollaxd. 
They favour the cauſe of Ber- 
naveld: they foment the divi- 
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fion within the State - they 
bring it upon the very brinke 
of its downfall, and had itnor 
been for the patience,and con= 
ſtant courage of Mawrice, aſ- 
ſiſted by the ſouldiers, this Re- 
publike had run the hazard,to 
ſeemas ſoone extin&, asborn. 

By that which is aforeſaid, 
and by the ſequell of affaires, 
one may judge thar the true 
intereſts of the Stare of rhe 
United Provigces. are to main- 
taine warre againſt Spaine, 0- 
therwiſeir would be ruined of 
ir ſelf, The intereſts of France 
and England are to afliſt the 
ſaidStare, for to give Spazrne 
this bone to pick. The Inte- 
reſts of the Germane Princes 


are to foment the ſame , to the 
end 
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end that by the fall of this bur- 
den, they likewiſe benot over- 
throwne. And the intereſts 
of Sp4irz are to keep? all the 
other 1a broiles amongſt them- 
ſzIves, or ſer them one againſt 
another , leaſt they ſhould all 
accord againſt her. Therefore 
ſo ſoone as any of them have 
abandoned theſe maximes, 
their affaires fall to the 
ground.

HS PE manje lived very

as ſhee kept her true intereſt, 
and whilſt that the Emperonr

pire, which ballancing the 
power thereof with that of the 
Princes and Republikes of 
Germanie,(uffered them not to 
uſurpe one upon another, = 

The firſt that forſook this 
intereſt were the Princes E- 
leFors, in having continued 
the Imperiall dignitie withour 
interruption to many of one 
and the fame family, who in 
tra of rime have raiſed the 
ſameto the prejudice of the 
Imperiall Lawes , the which 
hath chiefly happened to the 
houſe of Azftria, ſpecially 


ſince this houſe and that of 


Spazne have been both the ſelf 


ſame thing. For, —_— 
clfe 
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ſelfe eſtabliſhed in ſo high a 
| || dignitie , and ſupported by 
ſuch apower, ſhe was willing 
to be there perpetuated, and 
|| becauſeſhe would not be vio- 
lently incountered hereafter, 
ſhehath efſayed ro put down 
thoſe who had lawfullright to 
interupt that conrſe,endeayor- 
ing likewiſe to lift up her ſelfe 
by aboliſhing the lawes of the 
Empire, and by uſurping the 
principall States, and Townes 
thereof. 
The firſt evident occaſion 
that harh manifeſted in our 
time this d:figne, was upon 
the ſucceſſion of Cleves and 
Julliers, which happened in 
the beginning of March, the 
yeare 1609. occaſioned by | 
the 
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the death of John Williams, 
who having no children of his 
own, left this goodly heritage 
to his foure ſiſters married, to 
the Elecor of Brardebowrg : to 
the Duke of Newboxrg : to the 
Duke of Dex-ponts:and ro the 
Marq. of Tyrgaw. The firſt of 
theſe laid claim tothe ſacceſſ1- 
on entire,as indiviſfible, having 
married the eldeſt. The ſecond 
makes the ſame claime, becauſe 
the eldeſt ſiſter died beforethe 
brother, & his wife was the el- 
deſt ofthe ſiſters living. The 
rwo other ſay, that it onght to 
beequallyparted betwixt them 
all foure. Moreoyer the Ele- 
or of Saxonzerevived an old 
title, and alſo the Duke of 
Nevers another. . Brandebonrg 
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and N-«bonrg enter jn poſlel- 
ſion , the Emperor becomesof- 
tended thereat , pretending 
that the whole heritage ought 
to be ſequeſtred into his 
hands, and each of them to 
undergoe his ordinance. He. 
ſends thither Leopold a Prince 
of his own Houſe, who. ſei- 
ſeth on Ju/hiers the principall 
fortrefſe ofthe Countrie. 

The Princes that were in 
poſſeſſion , ſeeing fuch an ob- 
ſtacle, judged well that this fe- 
queſtrarion tended toan uſar- 
pation, and not thinking 
themſelves able enough to re- 
fiſt, in regard of the neighbor- 
hood of Flanders, and of the 
beſt forces of $paire ( who in 
an occaſion ſo adyantageous 

for 
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for the houſe of Axſtria would 
not faile to helpe her kinſman) 
they have recourſe to thoſe, 
who were principally intere(- 
ſed ro impeach the amplificati- 
on of the ſaid Houſe. They 
rally to their defence , France, 
England, and the Low-Conn- 
tries, with the moſt part of 
the Proteſtant Princes of Ger- 

7218rie,who made ſuch a migh- 

tle warlike proviſion to reco- 
ver Julliers ſeiſed by the 


ſaid Leopold, that notwith- 


ſtanding the unexpected 
death of Henry, which: hap- 
pened before the execution, 


yet the deligne was happily 


accompliſhed, Spazxe not da- 


ring to oppoſe. 


One may ſee in this affaire, 
every 


a 
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every ones true intereſt. Thar 
of the Emperor was, to make 
uſe of the occaſion to catch 
hold of fuch an eſtate in Cer- 
2:any : Thar of the King of 
Spaine, to afliſt him therein 
as well for the principall end, 
which is, the advancement of 
the whole Houſe, as for the 
Neighbourhood of the faid 
State to Flanders : That of the 
lawfull ſucceflors, was to main- 
caine their owne right - That 
of the Germaine Princes, not 
ro ſuffer that Power whereof 
they were jealous, to be 
ſtrengthened by their owne 
weakning : And the intereſts 
of France,Englandand Holland 
were, not topermit the ampli- 
fying of all the Houſe of Au 
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ftris. Hitherto every one play- 


ed his game aright; but Ms- 
79 , forto ſupport the intereſts 
of $p4ine, that promiſed her to 
maintain hers even to theend, 
abandoneth thoſe of Frazce, 
and again {econdeththe tron- 
ble about rhis ſucceſſion. 

The occaſion was offered 
by the imprudence of the Prin- 
ces that held the poſſeſſion, 
which cauſed the King of 
Spazne to reattempr the buſi- 
nefſe. The ſonnes of Brande- 
bourg and Neubourg did joynt- 
ly governe this faire Eſtate. 


The fortrefſes were guarded 


by equal garriſons: they dwelt 
in the ſame Pallace, and mana- 
ged their affaires with one 


common hand. But this laſt- 
ed 
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ed not long, it being no 
ealte matter to governe a 
Stare long time afcer this 
manner wichour difſention, 
eſpecially berween two Prin- 
ces of diverſe houſes, where 
there 1s alſo diverſitie of Reli- 
gion. They began to enter in- 
to jealoufte one of another. 
Thoſe that were friends to 
themborh, and mtereffed in 
rheir {ſubſiſtence , percciving 
the ſame, and fearing leaſt 
their misintelligence ſhould 
increaſe, perſwaded them to 
make an galhance together. 
Nembourg agreesrthereto , goes 
to the Eleqor Brendeboure, 
and requires of him his daugh- 
rer 1n marriage. But as the 
beſt mears , being corrupted, 

turn 
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turn intothe ſtrongeſt poiſon: 
ſoin the moſt wholſom2 coun- 
ſell given co theſe Przsces, to 
confirme their anutie, there 
was found occaſion of a moſt 
implacable hatred, which cau- 
ſed theruine of them both in 
the ſaid ſucceſſion. For, whil'ſt 


they were in the deboſhes of 


their feaſts, the Z/eFor upon 
ſome diſcourſe that did not 
pleaſe him, offended Newbowrg 
fo farre ( even in his own 
houſe, and at che rable) as to 
give him a boxe on theeare, 
for which he would not after- 
ward make him any reaſona- 
ble farisfation : In ſuch wiſe, 
that in ſtead of a wife, he car- 
ries back an offence fo engra- 
ven in his heart, ashe — 
ret 
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ceth no other counſell, but 
that of revenge. This {ſpirit 
thus exaſperated, being upon 
returne fo Cleveland , It Was 
caſte for the —_— to gaine 
him tro them. They made 
means to marry him with the 
ſiſter of the Duke of Bavaria, 
perſwaded him to turn Catho- 
lick, for tomake all the Catho> 
lick league of Gerwanie to be 
on his ſide; they rake him into 
Prote&ion , and give him a 
penſion, 

The Tazted States (eing 
how prejudiciall this change 
would be to them. rhey ſup- 
ported Brandebourg. Theſe 
Princes from ſuſpicions, doe 
come to attempts, Newbourg 
ſaſethon Duſſeldorp : Brawde- 

bourg 
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bourg onFulliers, from whence 
the King of Sp#ize takes apre- 
| text toſtirre, andarmeth po- 
'j werfully to recover the ſame. 
The States on the other (ide, 
prepare to defend it. They 
| furniſhitwith men and muni- 
tion fit to ſuſtain a great ſiege. 
| The true intereſts of Fraxce 
being forſaken, they hadno- || 
ching from thence but words, 
' and Embaſſages; England ſee. 
ing Frazce had given off, was 
' contented todoe the like, in 
* | ſendingher Ambaſſadors. The 
Princes of Germanic ſeeing 
themſelves forſaken of theſe 
ewo Crownes, and divided 
amongſt themſelves , both by 
Religion , and by the diffe- 
rent affections that they bore 
ro | 
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ro thoſe two Princes, they | 
rherefore ſtirre nor ar all. 
Spaine finding now no other 
oppoſition , but onely from 
the United States, profecurteth = 
her intentions, and whilſt 
ſhe amuſerch the Ambaſſadors 
oftheſe two Kings, ſheeſends 
Sp:nola1nto the countrey with 
a puifſant Armie, whoin ſtead 
of ſetting upon J#/tiers(which 
was then but a rude enter- - 
priſe) he goes to invade the 
States, hee paſſeth the Fine, 
affaults and takes Pezel within 
foure daics. 

Maxrice ſeeing this exploit, 
he delayes no longer, leaves 
the Ambaſſadors in their Ne- 
gociation, takes Rez and Emve- | 
rick,, and atlength ( a thing 


never * 
_ | 
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never befare ſeene ) theſe two 
Armies ſeize upon this herj- 
tage without impeachment 
one of another without brea- 
king the I ruce: and alſo with- 
our making any skirmiſh ar all. 
For, when one of theſe Cap- 
tains had poſſeſſed a place', the 
other (till retired, not preten- 
ding any thing there. So as 
he that was moſt diligent, 
made the moft progreſſion. 
The reaſon ofthis gentle deal- 
ing was, becauſe Sprizola knew 


well the Armie of Marrice to . 


be better then his owne , M4x- 
rice likewiſe well underſtood 
that the ſafeguard of the 
Szates conſiſted in the ſabfi- 
ſtence ofhis Armie. So ashe 
beleeved he ſhould come = 
wit 
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with the Ring of Spaize: 
withour expoſing any thing to 
danger. 

Iris nowealte to judge that 
the raine of the Princes which 
were in the poſſeſſion , procee- 
ded from hence, Y7jz. Becauſe 
that Newbourg forſaking his 
true intereſt, to follow his pal- 
fion,caſt himſelf into the armes 
of Spazn:Becauſe the Proteftant 
Princes of Gerrarienot conſi- 
dering their true intereſt , did 
not ſtirre at all : likewiſe be- 
cauſe France embracing *not 
the intereſt of Marrice, forſook 
her own,. and for that Exg/and 
did rhe like with Frazce. On 
the other ſide, the advantave 
that Spazze and the Low-Conn- 
irzes have gotten in this

The occaſt on;cherdof hap-

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the Kingdome of Bohemza,and 
the Bection of the ſaid King- 
dome conterred on the perſon 

t Frederic Count Pabitineof 
RP Prime. 

The frfþ would efrablifh 
himfeife in a dignitie, which 
he beleeved was nnjuſtly ra- 
ken from him: The ſecozd 
would maintaine himſelfe in 
rhe Kingdome , az being wſt- 
ly choſen therennto. The 
firft would make ir a. buſinefle 
ofReligion, thereby to inre- 
reſt all the Cathoiick Princes 
of Enrope in the ſame : The /#- 
cond would thew that it was 
nothing elſe but a SLate-WAITE, 
that he might inrereſt in che 
ſame all thoſe by whom the 
greatnefſe of Spaige was ſn- 
ſpected. I; But 
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Bur for to judge well of this 
great commotion , one ought 
ro remount a little higher. It 
15 certainethar ſince the warre 
which happened about the 
ſucceſton of Cleves and Fulli- 
ers, Germanie was as it were 
divided in two faftions, and 
(in imitation of the Cacho- 
licks ) the Proteſtants alſo had 
made a leagu?2, whereof the 
Prince. Ele&or Palatine was 
choſen Chief, asthe Duke of 
Bevaris had been of the other. 
The pretence which every one 
took for the defence of his Re- 
ligion,did agravate the matter 
amongſt them. And the ſe- 
cure peace which this Nation 
had enjoyed a long time, aid 


_ notpermit her ( following the 
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revolation of rhis world) to 
abide thus any longer. There 
wanted only an occaſion to 
make her bandie againſt her 
ſelfe. 

The Bohemzans preſent this 
occaſion , whether-it were by 
reafon of their naturall fickle- 
neſſe, or for being ill treated 
in the libertie of their conſci- 
ences, or elſe rhrough ſome 
difcontentment of the princi- 
pall men amongſt them, or for 
all theſe reaſons together, they 
reject Ferdinand their King, 
and chooſe Frederick im ht 
place. And ( for to render 
themſelves ſo much the more 
irreconcilable with him) in 
the fall afſemblie of the 
States, they caſt thoſe of his 
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party out of the windows. 

This action arrived in the 
yeere I619, after which eve- 
ry one tookearmes. The Pro- 
reſtants were the forwardeſt, 
for they were afready prepared 
coit, and attended onely the 
bruit of this Ele&1on to begin 
the game. Amongſt thoſe 
who took part with Frederick, 
he that brought the moſtpo- 
werfull aſſiſtance , was Bethe- 
leem Gabor, whofrom an ordi- 
nary Gentleman being made 
Prince of Traxflveria, and 
f-aring the houſe of Auſtria, 
which had alwayes endeavor- 
ed ro appropriate thisState, he 
put himſelf mto the proteCti+ 
on of the Turk for to ſecure

Here Spazz2, i£cmnz tint ſhe 
maſt venture her ſhare to0, ot 
elſe looie both her | noun and 
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reputation, ſhe ſpares nothing, 
bur uferh all manner of means. 
In Germanie ſhe urgeth the E- 
leqor of Saxoxze againſt. the 
Palatine in point of honor, ſhe 
remonſ\trates unto him that he 
holds his Eleforſhip of the 
houſe of Axſtria, and that he 
cannot maintaine it without 
her. At Rowe ſhe perſwades 
the Pope that her lofle is the ru- 
ine of the Catholick Religion, 
and the means to make all 
Chriſtendome a prey to the 
- Twrke, Infomuch as the Pope 
abandoning his true intereſt, 
rakes part with her, furniſherh 
both men and money, and la- 
boureth to declare the other 
Catholick Princes for her de- 
fence. In England ſhe caſilic 

enter- 
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entertaines King JAMEgsin 
his peaceable inclination. In 
Fraxce (by the Nuntio's help) 
ſhe gaineth the Duke ge Luine, 
who having uſurped neere 
LEw 1s the authoritie that 
MA RY had there poſſeſſed, 
he took alſo the ſame maximes, 
ſupporting himlelfe by Spaie, 
which never faileth in ſuch oc- 
caſions to maintain thoſe who 
diſtruſting their owne worth, 
ſeeke their ſecuritie out ofthe 
Realme. Soas the intereſt of 
a Favorite being preferred be-- 
fore that of rhe State, they aſ- 
{iſt Spaize. Burt ro theend thar 
ic mightbe with more profir, 
and lefle noile, they under- 
take an agreement : they ſend 
Ambaſſadors co both parties : |

they amute the Proteſtants 
with faire hopes : they make 
then looſe the opportunitie 
ofavictorie, which they had 
in hand, and-rthey induce them 
ro difarme. In the mean while 
the Cathelicks havingthis time 
for reſpite, ſtrengthen them- 
ſelves on all ſides; rake their 
advantage:proſecute their for- 
mer defignes, and by gaining 
che battell of Prague, wholly 
ruime theirenemies. 

In this revolution of affairs, 
Sp4ire makes good uſe of the 
victorie, continues her intel- 
ligences among(t her Neigh- 
bours, that ſhe mighr not be 
diverted in her conqueſts, and 
Joynes her forces of Flanders | | 
tothoſe of Ttalie, for tro be- 

come. | | 
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come abloiure Miſtreſfe of the 
Empire. Feare and corruprti- 
on interpoleamongtt rhePrin- 
ces of Germame , and the Im- 
periall Townes, Every one 
haſteth to ſubmic himſelf rothe 
eyoake, diſtraſting leaſt he 
ſhould not be time enonghre- | 
ceived there. The Counſel- | 
lors of Princes, and Magi- | 
{trates of Common-wealrhes | 
are corrupred by money, and 
all contribute to forge the 
irons of their own bondage. 
This kind of proceeding 
makes the King of Deamarke 
feare leaſt the firing of Germa- 
zie conſume him, he takes the 
| defence thereof,and goes into 
| the field, but js vanquiſhed, | 
looſeth part of his —__ 
an 
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and for to recover it againe, 1s 
_ conſtrained to make a diſho- 
norable peace. The Tranſel- 
»4nian (ecing this diforder, 
maketh his peace likewiſe, bur 
fo much the better by reaſon 
ofthe T#rk,s proteCtion.. . » 
Here was the iſſue of the ſe- 
cond revolution of the affaires 
of Germenie , which proceeded 
chiefly from-this, that France 
proſtirured her-intereſt ro the 
greatneſſe of Spaine. 
Weſhould come now to the 
third revolution. 72 as often- 
times more difficult to governe 
our ſelves well in great proſperi- 
ity, thenin adverſity; becauſe 
that the one ingenders negled, 
and Iulls us inz#dleneſſe : but the 
neceſſity of the other keeps us was- 
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king, and makes us ſgarch the 
means of our reſtauratiow. Such | 
was the caſe of che Houle of 
Auſtria , who ſeeing her ſelf 
from ſuch a. heavie blow au- 
thorized beyond her hopes, 
abſolute Miſtrefſe of Germany, 
of innumerable armies enter- 
rained at the coſt of her ene- 
mies, France not ſtirring a- 
gainſt her proceedings,and be. 
fides imbroiled in Civill 
warres. Englandyct forget- 
ting her intereſt. MHollagd 
baving enough to doe to con- 
| ſerve her owne, and tlie 
without appearance of being 
|| ableto defend it ſelf, Shee 
therefore feareth nothing , but 
deſpiſerh all : in ſuch wiſe, as 
withour hiding any more y | 
| 
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defigne nnderthe prerence of 
Religion ( wherewith ſhe had 
ſo welt ſerved her purpole, 
even tothe preſenc)ſhe openly 
invades the Territories of the 
Duke of Maxtya, being 2 
great Catholike, vannting fhe 
could nor fuffer a Prince' that 
was Freach-borne to poflefſe 
any State in Ttaly , which 1s the 
firſt remarkable error thar ſhe 
committed againſt her owne 
intereſt, For, this uſurpartion 
gave all the Princes of 7te/e to 
underſtand , that the rempeſt 
would come whirting npon 
them, infomuch as the Duke 
of Mantua was afhited by rhe 
moſt reſolute amongſt them. 
LEw 1 s cannot digeſt this 


affront, and being -afliſted 
with 
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with a Counfell, whoſe pru- 
dence and reſolution was ne- 
ceffary in ſuch aperillons con- 
jun&tionof affaires , he forty- 
nately imployed his Armes in 
his defence; Which was the 
firſt occaſion of importance, 
wherem hee recovered the 
uſage of his true intereſt. Bar 
ſeeing that diverfions in &er- 
ante were needfall for him, 
and not finding the ſame a- 
monglſt the Gerzzargs being 
opprefſed with the burden of 
ſo grievous a ſubjecion , hee 
goes to ſeek them in the cold 
Northerne parts. The renown 
of GusTAvus, King of 
Swedeland had been carried 
evenunto him. This Prinee 
his deſire of glory made him 

eaſt- 
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eafilie furmount any diffical- 
ties hee could imagine: like- 
wiſe his vaſt and great deſigns 
he ſarpaſſed, as it were,by ſuch 
a courage in execution, as 
made him not diſhearken 


to any enterpriſe. The con-. 


queſts of WALSTEIN ( Ge- 
nerall oft he Exyperor 'sarmie ) 
upon the Ba/tickſea, and the 
proviſions which he made to 
render himſelfe Maſter there, 
made the King of Swede-land 
know, that he might well be 
ia ſuſpicion of the Houle of 
Auſtria , and that his intereſt 


was to oppoſe the ſame. Hee 


therefore allieth himſelf with 
France, and prepares to enter 
into Germante, for to deli- 
ver it from the thraldome

whereunto it was reduced. 
Here is the ſecond fault thar 
Spaine committed againſt her 
rue intereſt, co wit, the con- 
temning of this Prince. For 
whilſt that on the one fide he 
enters 1nto Germarnie , the Em- 
perox(at the ſollicitation of 
the King of Spaize) ſendeth 
his beſt croupes into /zalze a- 
gainſt the Dake of Mantra, 
which were neere all periſhed 
there without any great effe. 
And the ſuccefſle of Gu s T A- 
V US in Germavie was ſuch,as 
that thoſe of the Emperor's fide 
and the Speziards, were faine 
ro conclude a peace in 7tlie 
with the French ( at the ex- 
pence of wat they had got- 
ten, and of that reputation 
| where- 
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whereof they make ſo preat 
eſteem) for todraw back the 
remainder of their ſcattered 
troupes to the ſucconr of Ger- 
marie, leaving in the hand of 
the French,Cazal for a place of 
arme$ in 1talze, and Pignerot as 
a pott to enter therein. Soas 
the deſire to conquer 1:4}#e be- 
fore they were well affared of 
the - conqueſt of Germanic, 
made them looſe both the one 
and the other. 

| This happy exploit of 
LEew1s , made him ac- 
knowledg his former errors, 
and wholly embrace his trae 
intereſt, Hee delivers the 


Grizons from their ſervitude; | 


diverteth the united States 
from accepring a Trnce,main- 
rain-

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cainerh the Swed3ſb partic nor- 
withſtanding the death of 
 GusTavus, defenderh 
the Elector of Triers againſt 
|| theperſecutionsof the Spazi- 
ards , and chaſtiſeth the Duke 
of Lorraine for adhering to the 
Emperor. Tnaword, he doth 
bravely recover his place, 
which his ill Counſellours bad 
|| made him forgoe. 

PopeU & B A N ſeeing him- 
ſeife delivered fromthe appre- 
henfion of. the Spaniards and 
Germaigs, having likewiſe un- 
derſtood by the invaſion made 
upon the Duke of Maniua,that 
| they would deale no otherwiſe 

| | withthe Catholick States, then _ 
{| WiththeProteſtants, hethere- 
' upon oppolſeth them. The 

Repub- 

| 
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Republike of Yenzice that con- 
fiders better then any other 
State what belongs to her true 
intereſt, and which never 
fails bur in too much circum- 
ſpe&tion ( as ordinarily choſe 
Common-wealths doe, which 
are not founded by Armes. ) 
ſhe. continueth neyerthelefſe 
her aſliſtance ro. the Duke of 
Maniua. Amedis Duke of 
Sevoye receiving inſtruction 
by the danger that he and his 
Father were in, to looſe their 
Eſtates. throngh neglecting 
their true intereſd, doth now 
rejoyne himſelfto France. The 
ether Princes of ytalie ſeeing 
the aide of Fraxce could be no 
wmpeachment to them, let goe 
the apprehenfion which _ 
a 
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had of the Spawierds. The 
Germane Princes and Imperial 
Townes fecing themſelves 
ſupported : by the armes of 
France and Swede-land, afſi- 
ſted by the diverſion of their 
other allies, and reaffired by 
the profſperons ſucceſſe of 
their affaires, they take cou- 
rage againe. Exgland alone, 
as if ſhe were in another 
world, remains without med- 
Ing atall. | 

On the other fide, $paire 
| failes nor to animate her 
cauſe , takes np againe the 
pretence of the Catholick 
Religion, which ſhee had as 
it were left off, and percei- 
ving the error ſhe commitred 
thereby, cryeth more then 
| ever 
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ever againſt. the Proteſtants, 
exceedingly urgeth the Pope 
to have of him his money, 
and hjs fulminations , ma- 
keth much of- the Yeaetz- 
ags , courteth the Ergliſh , 
intertaineth difſention in the 
houſe Royall of France, 
mightily endeavoureth to 
j draw the UVnited Provzices 
to a ; Iruce, laboureth to 
diſingage the Duke of Saxo- 
mie from the Swediſh par- 
tie, neither. is ſhee caſt off 
by any , repulſe. And yet 
notwithſtanding ſhee ſpares 
neither men nor money for 
to raiſe new amnes to op- 
{ poſe her enemies. Inbrief, 
neceſbtie hath reduced every 
ene to follow his true in- 

tereſt, 
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tereſt, which is the reaſon . 
that in this laſt revolution, 
the conteſtation about 
theſe affaires is of long- | 
ercontinuance.

eZ 1 AL IE enjoy- 
"0 [AY ed a profound 
<Y peace, and found 
m9 it felfe wholly 
exempt from ſu- 
ſpicions, which are wont to 
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diſturbe rhe repoſe of States, 
when on a ſudaine happened 
the death of FRANCIS 
Duke of Maztua, which ( one 
may fay ) produced the ſeeds 
of all thoſe troubles that have - 
at ſeveral! times fince difreſted 
this Country. For CHARLES 
E M A N-U E L,Duke of Savoy, 
quarrelling ( in right of his 
grand-childeMAR1E) for the 
Dutchie of  Morniferrat with 
FERDINAND, ſo inkindled 
the fire of warre in 1talze, as 
finceit was never ſo well ex- 
tin&., but that from time to 
time the cinders thereof have 
cauſed new flames. 
FERDINAND ſupported |} 
rather by the juſtice of his | 
cauſe, then by his own forces, 
implo- 
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pad che aide of all the 
Princes, which by common 1n- 
rereſt were oblieged nor to 
ſuffer ſuch an outrage! 

M ARK I E, in whole hands 


at that time lay the govern 


mentof FRANCE, think- 
king of nothing more (during 
the minoritie of the King her 
ſonne) then to maintaine her 
{e!fe jn peace, ſhe beleevedſhe 
had enough co doe to [mother 
the factions of the Kingdome, 
and to appeaſe by all meanes 
thoſe that were capable to re- 
fiſt her aurhoritie. Soſhere- 
garded the commotions -of 
Ttaly no further then to en- 
deavor to afſwage them, and 
ſhee imployed her credit to in- 
duce the Pope to interpoſe be- 
k 3 Rem 
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tween the two parties for their 


accord. 


The King of Spazre confi- 
dered the. beginning of this 
diſcord after another manner: 
For perceiving the advantage 
that might from thence accrue 
unto him , he intermedled fo 
farre in all the whole courſe of 
this affaire, as he failed but ve- 
ry little co draw from thence 
advantages proportionableto 
his defagnes. | 

The Princes of 7:a/ze, whilſt 
the game was playing, looked 
on without medling there- 
with. The grand Dake un- 
dertook the defence of the 
Duke of Mantxa, belecving he 
was obliged by his proper in- 
tereſt to aſſiſt the weaker a- 

gainſt 
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gainſt the ſtronger, beſides the 
| particularreafons that incited 

him thereunto. 
The Duke of $2woy , ſeeing 
the ſmall adyancement that he 
could hope for from hisenter= 
prife , hearkened to an accord 
which was propoſed to him, 
and letting the buſinefſe be put 
to atreatie, he conrented him- 
ſelfe with the glory that he 
durſt undertake to uſurpe up- 
on his Neighbour, and fo all 
this goodly deligne vaniſhed 
into ſmoake , even as It had 
been plotred againſt all reaſon, 
it being not the intereſt of a 
Duke of Savoy, norof any o- 
cher Prince of 7talie to im- 
broile himſelf with his neigh- 
bors, ſince all the advantage 
K 4 that 
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Jo 
that can redound from the 
ſame, is to ſee the difference 
reconciled by the power of 
oneof theſe two Kings, which 
cannot be withour manifeſt 
danger. 

This bufinefſe ſoended, the 
King of Spazze, who had an 
eye ever upon Pzermont , as a 
ptece that lay fit for him, 
| | jought a plauſible pretext to 

quarre!l the Duke of Savoy. 

| | For,confidering Frazce out of 
caſe to meddle with rhe affairs 
of 1taly, the Duke. of Savoy, 
by the late warre, exhauſted 
| bothofmenandmoney,. and 
the other Princes of 7taly dif- 
nnited berwixt themſelyes, He 
thought fir ro take his rime ro 
enter into P7emont , hoping, = 
e 
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he had hd the glory to be ar- 
bitrator of the firſt coatrover- 
lie, without gaining fo favor- 
able an occaſion for his partj- 
cular profic, he wonld make 
amends for his d-fautt by rein« 


 efliminga ſecond warre. Hee 


invaded then the Territories 
of the Dake of $2voy, where 
finding more reſiſtance then 
he ex2ected, he was in the end 
faine to make peace. It 1s 
truz that Fraxce beſtirred here 
ſeife mm this fecond occafion, 
bur rhe principall commenda- 
tion therein is due tothe Mar- 
{hall J2 Zeſdigaieres, whoin all 
this warre ( albzit that he fol- 
lowed his particular ends) en- 
gaged France to embrace her. 
rrueintereit, as ſhe ought to.

This ſecond trouble being 
appeaſed , the moſt under- 
ſtanding men judged well rhat 
Italie was not to continue 
longtime in peace. Becauſe ® 
they ſaw FERDINAND, 
Duke of Manta childlefſe,and 
his brother V1NGCENT lea- 
ding ſo diſordered a life, as 


they beleeved he could not 


livelong, and the event was 
anfwerable to their opinion. 
For, after FERDINANDS 
death, VINCENT (con- 
tinuing the diſorders where- 
unto he had formerly accuſto- 
med his body ) died, leaving 
his conſen CHARLES de 
CoNnZzAGuE, Dukeof Ne- 

vers, 


L 
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vers, heire of his Eſtates, who 
alone by all right could pre- 
tend there. 

Thedeathof V1 NCENT, 
although ic was well enough 
toreſeenc, yer it aſtoniſhed all 
the Princes of 7ta/ze in ſuch a 
manneras every one began ſe- 
rionſly ro conſider his af- 
faires. 

The Yenetians foreſceing 
that the Spaniards conld nor 
endure the inheritance ſhould 
be conferred on the Duke of 
Nevers,and that therefore they 
would divert the Emperor 
from giving him the inveſtis 
ture, they reſolved todo their 
beſt for ro fruſtrate. their de- 
ſignes , ſuppoſing it would 
be a caſt: roo prejudiciall to 
them, 
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| them,toſfeea Prince depend- 
ingon the Houſe of A4»ſftria, 
eſtabliſhed in an Eſtate ſer in 
the middeſt of their own, 
That which moſt troubled rhe 
| Republike,was the fiegeof Ko- 
| chell, where the King of 
France was ſo ingaged, that he 
had not any hope to be free a 
long time. The Pope was agi- 
eared with the ſame motives 
as the Republick of Yexzce,bur 
he could not ſo openly ſhew 
unto the King the deſire - 
which he had to difingage 
him from thence, leaſt he 
ſhould ther-by witnefſe that 
his particular intereſt was 
W | more prevalent then that of 
| | the Catholick Church, for the 
honor whereof they pleaded 
| | in | 
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in depreſſing the H»guzerots. 

The other Princes of 1talze 
kept cloſe, not daring to ſhew 
which way their inclination 
was bent. 

The Duke of Savoy only 
imagined rhat he might profit 
by this warre, and upon the 
good opinion that he had of 
himſelfe, was perſwaded that | 
he might ſhare the conqueſt of | 
Montferrat with the honſe of 
Auſtria. 

The King of Spaize taking 
_ his advantage by the ſiege of 
Roche, andby the preſump- 
rion of the Duke of Savoy, 
thought ficto take his oppor- 
tunitie to ſeiſe upon Cazel. 
Wee muſt confefle that his 
deſigne was well conceived, 
| | and | 
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and with great likelihood of a 
forcunate ſuccefſe.. Hitherto 
the Spanierds had in every 
ching ſo well taken their rime, 
that it ſeemed a thing impoſſ- 
ble to crofle their deſignes, ne- 
verthelefie the wheele of their 
good fortunes began here to 
ſtop, and fromhence forward 
we have feene a continuall 
company of 1ll accidents be- 
fall them, which laſt even to 
this day. ForL tw 15s byan 
incredible diligence and reſo- 
lution takes Roche// in deſpite 
| ofthe Engliſh, forceth the 
Streight of Suze , relieverh 
Cazal, and ſo endangers the 
Datchie of Mz/azme, that had it 
not been for the troubles in 
Lapgnedock, which hee deſired 

to 
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ro make an endof, he might 
have carried it avﬀay from the 
King of Spaize at the firſt 
blow. s 

The $panzards ſecure them- 
ſelves , and recovering the 
paths of rheir ordinary pru- 
dence, fſeiſe npon the Griſorx, 
cauſe moſt mightie Armiesto 
paſſerhat way, ſend Marqueſſe 
Spinola tothe government of 
Milaine, raiſe an armie in 1ta- 
lie, and beſtege Cazal a- 
new. | 

LEw 1s ſendeth ſtrong 
forces into P:emert. The Duke 
of Savoy would amuſe him 
with hopes of a peace : but he 
met with Wb march, with ſuch 
an undaunted courage , that 
both in ſight of him and 8.p7- 
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nols, he forced from him-#?7g- 
zerol, which will be an ever- 
laſting memoriall to poſteritie 
ofthe Reigne of LEW 15S. 
The fiege of Cazal conti- 
nues. Thepeſtilence ragech 


1n both the two armies, The 


Venetzans receive an over- 
throw towards the Mantnan. 
The citie of Mantua is ſurpri- 
ſed. Notwithſtanding all theſe 
accidents, LEw 15 aſſembles 
new forces, and provides to 
relieve Cazal, In the meane 
rim? he falls ſick ar Lyons. The 
Spaniard fowes diflention in 
his Counſell , which interrup- 
terh the courſe of ſo_ many he- 
r0tke actions, andecr {o ma- 
ny {tormes paſt, one ſeemes 
upon the point to ſuffer ſhip- 
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wrack in the haven. There 
appeared his vertue againſt 
whom all theſe deviſes were 
contrived, for at length he got 
out of this Labyrinth by the 
'clue of honor. The King 
recovers his health : Cazal/ is 
bravely relieved : and the 
Duke of Mentues not only re- 
eſtabliſhed in his Dominions, 
bur ( which will ſeem incre- 
 dibletoafrer-ages) heisinve- 
ſted therein by the Emperor, 
The Grizops areſer atlibertie : 
1taly is freed from the armies 
of Strangers - the port lies 0- 
pen to her aſſiſtance, and for 
divers defections of the Duke 
of Lorraine, they make ſure of 
his Eſtares, by which meanes 
the communication of 7ta/ze 
with 
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({ with Flanders js barred. 
See here the true and lively 
table of theſe differences, 
where note firſt ofall the Duke 
of Savey his faule in having 
imagined that he ſhould ſhare | 
Montferrat with the Houſe of 
Auſtria in deſpite of France, it | 


being a caſe moſt evident, that 
he could nor faile to be de- 
ſpoyledby the one or the o- . 
ther, or by both together, if 
extraordinary indulgence had 
| nNotbeenuſed towards him. | 


It is alſo a thing wholly ma- 
nifeſt that the Duke of Lorrain 
harh forſaken the maxime of - | 
histrue intereft in taking by 'a | 
fir of jollirie the partie of the 
Emperor againſt that of 


France, ina ſeaſon when the | 
j Houſe 
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Houſe of 4»/tzia was ſo unable 
to defend herſelf, and that 
of France ſo free to enter- 
priſe. 

As for the Emperor, he can- 
not excuſe himſelf for having 
invaded Ttalze before he was 
ſare of Germarie, and for ha- 
ving quitted the pretence of 
Religion (which hath ſo much 
ſerved him ) in oppreſfing the 
Duke of Mantye being a great 
C8tholick. 

The refolation of Fresce 
will be for ever memorable, 
which notwithſtanding the 
ſiegeof Rochell aſſiſted by the 
Engliſh : and the warre in 
Laguedoc which the Spaniard 
made ſhew to foment , hath 
not albeir ever abandoned her 
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true maximes, in aſſiſting po- 
. werfully her Neighbors, and 
every where daſhing the pro- 
jets of $paine, Whence I. 
conclude, that the glory of 
the King, the greatneſſe of his 
State, and the eminent reputa- 
tion thathe now enjoyeth, will 
continue as long as he ſhall 
remaine conſtant in 


this reſolution. 
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
